The Shoe situation as reported in the May number 
of the Los Angeles Apparel Gazette: 


“Continued advancing prices — still 
holds the most attention as the com 
manding factor in the present shoe 
situation The limit of the upward 
trend, which has continued for three 
years, has evidently not yet been 
reached. During war times it was 
the scarcity of leather and the con- 
sequent high prices which boosted 
prices. Now this condition is com- 
bined with the skyrocketing cost of 
labor. Following several strikes in 
the important eastern shoe produc- 
ing centers, wages now being paid 
are 200 per cent more than they 
were three years ago.
